BE MADE FRESH. 


Tasteful Weys to ‘Abolish 
Waste are Told Of. 

Old Reliable Toast Good in a 

Variety of Dresses. 


Ancient Breakfast Food Secret 


(SPECIAL 1 
WASHINGTON, April 286.— Bread 
is one of the items most commonly 
wasted in many American house- 
holds, say the specialists of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. This waste is probably due 
to the fact that many housekeepers 
do not think of bread as costing 
much, and are careless about its 


be appetizing, but not yet 
hard, may be freshened by putting 
it into the oven for a few minutes. 
The heat seems to drive the moisture 
from the crust back into the center 
of the loaf, making the crust more 
crisp and the crumb a little more 
spongy. Some houeskeepers moisten 
the surface of the bread and some 
times cover it before putting it into 
the oven, but others think that 
moistening injures the texture of the 
erust without improving the crumb. 

Rolls or biscuits which have a 
greater surface in proportion to 
their size, dry out more rapidly 
loaves of bread. It is good 
planning, therefore, not to provide 
more than will be used at a meal 
or at least a day after baking. For 
similar reasons, bread stays fresh 
longer in the loaf than after it is 
sliced. No more than will be needed 
should be cut for any one meal, and 
one loaf should be used up before 
the next is cut into. When the bread

the flour in many sorts of cakes, 


-| cookies, puddings, etc. Crumbs may 


be used instead of flour and 
starch for thickening soups and 
sauces, 

Any bits of bread that cannot be 
eaten on the table should be saved 
and crumbed for use in cooking. 
Some housekeepers keep two kinds 
on hand; one stale crum 
chiefly from the inside of the loaf 
and suitable for use in the place of 
Hour, and dried crumbs made from 
any part of the bread wned a 
little in a very slow oven and crushed 
fine, to be used in scalloped dishes, 
for the coating of croquettes or 
other fried foods, or wherever a 
crusty, fine crumb ta needed. To 
prevent their growing musty, crumbs 
should be kept in dry, air-tight con-

NOT HOLDING. 


Several Big Grocers Resent 
Dictation of Prices. 
Flour Supply Lasts. 


Smaller Stores on Outskirts 
Forced to Yield, 


Los Angeles is in the midst of & 
bread war as the result of an al- 
leged effort on the part of leading 
bakeries to compel all retailers 
handling their product to sell bread 
at prices dictated by the baking 
companies. 

The Ralphs Grocery Company 
officials declare they were notified 
large bakeries, whose 
bread they handle, that, unless they 
agreed to sell the twelve-ousee 
loaves at 8 cents and the twenty- 
, four-ounce loaves at 15 cents, their 
‘supply would be cut off. 

“This scheme of the wholesalers 
will fail,” was the defiant statement 
ef Walter W. Ralphs, president of 
the company, yesterday. “This 
house will fix its own retail prices 
and we will continue to sell. our 
leading brand of bread, which we 
are now buying from a bakery in 
Pasadena, at 12% cents per loaf.” 

Albert Cohn also stated he is Se- 
ing bread at 12% cents per loaf 
and that he expects to continge te 
do so, at least until his supply of 
flour, purchased at the low market 
figures of some months ago, is e&- 
hausted. 

Grocers admit the bakers are war- 
ranted in raising prices, but there 
is a feeling of rebellion at the bak-

From Vladivostok to the scene of 
the fighting the army can be sent 
in a week by the Trans-Siberian rail- 
road and they can be amply pro-

“Whole wheat flodr is far more 
wholesome than white, for it con- 
tains all the vital elements that have 
been taken from white flour. 

“We eat meat to supply the vital 
elements which have been thrown 
out of our bread. If we will keep 
them in the bread we can get along 
with less meat. 

“American distilleries and brew- 
erles use enough grain every year 
to feed 12,000,000 people—one-eighth 
of America’s population. 

“Manufacture of white flour and
